The hue and cry which the Bourbons 
try to raise against everybody who will not 
follow them is, that such persons are not 
„true to the party.” What evidence of 
loyalty have the Bourbons given the party’ 
With us Democracy is an easy-going thing. 
We have a majority d? forty thousand on 
our side. In the North it is dif zent. 


Our friends there have a hard fight to 


make. Dothe Bourbons help or hinder 
them? 

The Northern Democrats have taxen what 
the Bourbons call the new departure” and 
denounce as infamous. Is it wise in them 
or loyal in them to do this? If they were 
as true to the party as they pretend to be, 
would they not make some sacrifice in or- 
der to mve the Norihern Democrats at 
least a chance? We think so. But they 
do not. Everywhere the Norihera Demo- 
cratz have to encounter the utterances of 
the Bourbons put forward by the Radica!s 
as evidence of Democratic insincerity, 
Democratic division, Democratic hostility 
to the Constitution. Yet the Bourbon, 
who is doing what he can to help the 


| Radicals, is ready at all times to declare 


that every one is a traitor but himself. 
Rule or ruin is his cue; and, having failed 
to induce the Northern Democrats to de- 
clare the amendiment null and void, and 
not having the courage or the power to 
propose this as a distinet party measure 
himself, he would withdraw altogether 
from the ficld, disband the party he pre 
tends to love so much, and, for a season ai 
least, become a good fighting Republican, 

If the Democratic party has served its 
turn and is no longer useful, as the Bour- 
bons seem to think, let us bury it—let us 
bury it, as we buried the Confederacy 
—like men, let us bury it, bravely, honestly 
and forever. We say it is not dead. I. 
bas no idea of disbanding. It will assem- 
ble in national convention next year, it 
will take the new departure,“ and it will 
nominate candidates for President and 
Vice President. The Bourbons can stay 
or go, just as they please. But, in honor, 
they should do one thing or the other. 
They should not try to knock the Demo- 
cratic party on the head and topple its 
body into a ditch, under cover of the pre- 
tense that they will come back for it by- 
and-by, and then, having got a pretext, 
sneak off into the Radical party, there 
to remain as long as it pays them. They 
should either join the Radicals outright, 
vindicating their declaration that they 
prefer a pure Radical to a rotten Demo- 
crat, or they should act faithfally and 
rationally toward the Democracy which 
they claim to be so fond of.

We fought the amendments whea they 
were before the country. We have ac- 
cepted them becau.e they were carried 
overus. There is, in our judgment, no 
way to get rid of them now. Nor is it 
best, since they have become parts of the 
organic law, to try to get rid of them. 
This is our opinion. 

The Democratic orgamzation is now 
with us and weare withit. With us it 
refuses to make over again, and with 
increased odds against us, a fight which 
we have a'ready made, and which we have 
abandoned because it was lost and never 
can be won. With us it regards the amend- 
ments a part of the organic law. The very 
thought of overthrowing them taints us 
with revolution. So we accept them and 
the Democratic party accepts them, and in 
good faith, meaning to leave the status of 
the negro where it is, and to build upon 
his suffraze and citizenship a wise and 
wholesome policy of elevation. Then it 
will grant universal amnesty, which will 
get rid of the proscribing clause of the 
Fourteenth amendment. Then it will re- 
peal the needless Kuklux bill and the bay- 
onet election act, compelling the States by 
the pressure of public opinion and the 
courts to preserve law and order and put 
down violence. Then it will interpret the 
Constitution strictly, so as to render the 
attempted usurpations of the Radicals 


-harmless by restoring the principle of local 


self-government, 

This platform embraces a series of clear 
propositions, each of which is susceptible 
of ample explanation and no one of which 
hints at revolution. 

What have the Bourbons to offer ot 
their part? Nothing but vague threats, sul- 
len countenances and bad language. That 


sort of thing is not good. It will never 


win. So we ask them to define themselves, 
get up a new party, join the Radicals or 
quit. We have done all we can to concil- 
late them. Weare anxious for harmony 

and want their co-operation. But they 
will do nothing positive. They denounce 
the new departure,” which is the Demos 
racy of the North, and try to break it 
down. They denounce us as a traitor and 
in the pay of the Radicals. They talk 
about disbanding for a while and trying 
one of the wings of the Radical party. 
They swear they will not accept the 
amendmenis, and yet they won't pledge 
themselves formally to their overthrow.

The other party of course told a different 
atory, and refuses to give possession of the dog. 
He claims to own ft, together with all its rela- 
tions, and that the title goes back several gene- 
rations. He submits its pedigree in eviderce; but 
he admits that the little thing was away from 
home fcr some time, and returned about the date 
of leaving the plaintiff. 

The suit thea was brougkt on a writ of deliv- 
ery, and will be tried before Justice Long next 
Tuesday evening. 

The defendant ts now held ina bond of $100, 
with a prominent physician as surety, to secure 
the safe keeping of the dog.

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LAST NIGHT'S FIRE. 


A Child Burned to Death inthe Opera- 
house Alley. 


Heartrending Scene. 


A building situated in the rear ef Wéisiger 
Hall was discovered to be on fire last night a 
short time after ten o'clopk. It was owned by 
the firm of Bamberger, Bloom & Co., and occu- 
pied as s boarding-house by A. H. Letourmy. 
Two houses were standing close together. Mr. 
L. rented both. His family and a few boarders 
live in one, and the other contained the kitchen, 
dining-room, ten or twelve beds, and a good deal 
of other furniture. At the time the fire was dis- 
covered several of the boarders were asleep up 
stairs in the front part, which was only slightly 
burned. The occupants of the other house, in- 


Kate 
get up and go to the door. At that time the 
whole rear end of the other house seemed to be 
om fire, though the blase was smothered and 
stified in the rooms and wrapped in great vol- 
umes of smoke. The flames were spreading 
rapidly about the kitchen, which was well illum- 
ipated. In the center of the room was a little 


mamma, oh my 
mamma. The fire itself had not reached the lit- 
tle fellow, but of course the room was getting 
very hot. The woman started immediately to 
rescue him, and just as she reached the door 
the heated ceiling feli with a great crash and 
covered the boy up. The fire was now spread all 
over the room, and it was impossible for any one 
to enter it. Moreover the upper floor seemed 
about to fall, so the boy had to be left to his 


‘ate. 

The alarm was given soon afterward, and the 
engines came with their accustomed promptness. 
The flames had heretofore been confined, but 
they new burst forth through every window and 
door, and rose high into the air. Great clouds 
of smoke, lighted by the blaze and by sparks, 
curled beautifully in various directions, and 
looked very pretty. The heat was uncomforta- 
ble at a distance of several yards, but an im 
mense eoncourse of people gathered around to 
watch the progress of the devouring clement. 
They had heard of the child, and every effort 
was made to discover its whereabouts; but 
nothing could be seen or heard save the fast- 
spreading flames and tle heated walls. 

Very soon the FirgPepartment was ready, and 
commenced to throw water. The men rushed 
up to the very door, and yet the water seemed 
to have no effect. It was, of course, impossible 
to save the boy's life, but the body might be 
saved from burning to ashes. Accordingly, the 
fire was first extinguished that part 
ef the house. This was accomplished with great 


dimculty, for the blase had gotten a good hold 


and was rapidly devouring everything. Very 
soon, however, it was all over, and the place was 
perfectly dark. The dripping water and the 
mass of half burned furniture were there to 
point out the place of the child. Several gontle- 
men entered with lamps and searched for the 
body. It was lying in the middle of tho floor. 
face downward, the same place where, a short 
time before, Kate Lavelle had seen the ceiling 
fall, while it was so pitifully calling its mother. 
The flesh was burned from one leg and from the 
back. The entrails were exposed, and the whole 
back part of the head consumed. Its face, being 
downward, was not disfigured so much as she 
other parts, though the features could not have 
been recognized by it. There were no signs of 
life whatever. Perhaps he died immediately at- 
ter the ceiling fell, or was killed by it. If this be 
true She escaped the torture of the fames. The 
body was taken tothe yard and placed upon s 
table to await the holding of an inquest. 

But the saddest portion of this tragic death is 
yet to be told; The mother of the boy is be 
lieved by some to have been instrumental in 
wringing about the terrible death. This, how- 
ever, is not certain, and may turn out to be 
false. Her name is Ellen Castleman. After sup- 
per was over she told Mr. Letourmy that she was 
going out into the city. He advised her not to 
go, but to remain with Willie. She however per 
sisted in going, and took a tin bucket along 
with her. It is supposed that she left a lighted 
eandile or lamp in the room, and that the child, 
crawling about the floor, tarned it over and set 
the bed or something else on fire. This isa 
probable story, but some other circumstances 
would lead to the belief that she sect the 
house on fire herself or did some other act which 
amounted to the samething. One of the fremen 
thinks he saw her a short distance from the 
house, halloding in a strange manner, immedi- 
ately siter the fire broke out. She then wens 
away and was not seen any more until after the 
fate of her child was made known; then she 
came running up the alley in the direction of the 
fire. When told that her child was dead she 
wept bitterly, but was arrested immediately and 
sent to jail, The coroner's inqacst, when held, 
will, no doubt, discover her ingocence or her 
guilt. Isis not generally believed by those who 
were there that she is guilty. 

The losses were not very great. The building, 
owned by Bamberger, Bloom & Co., was dam 
aged about $1,000, and the furniture consumed 
in it was worth $300 or $100. On the latter there 
was no insurance, but the building was fully in- 
sured, . 


QUEER PLEADING. 


An Interesting Case in the Common 
leas Court. 

Stephen Shalcross vs. Charles Semple was a 
a case in the Common Pleas Court yesterday. 
This is a somewhat remarkable suit, not on ac- 
count of what was in issue so much as what was 
stated in the pleadings that had nothing to do 
with the issue. The substance of the petition 
aud answer, which we give below, shows a alight 
passage at legal arms,the point of which is 
somewhat obscure, The jury which was impan- 
eled in the case, after considering the plead- 
ings aforesaid, the evidence of one witness anil 
the argument of learned counsel, rendered a ver- 
dict for the plainwi? for the sum of $200 and in- 
terest. 


THE PETITION. 

The plaintiff, Stephen Shalcross, states that 
onthe 10th day of December, 1863, the defend 
aut, Charles Semple, drew his bill of exchange of 
that date, addressed te Moss & Trigg, of Louis- . 
ville, Ky., directing them to pay to the order of 
himself $300, aad indorsed the same to the order 
of Smith & Shaicross, a firm consisting of T. T. 
Smith and plaintiff? Smith & Shaleross in- 
dorsed said bill to one Sarah Vinigarholz, who 
brought suit on the same against the said de 
fendant, Semple, and Smith, plaintiff, in this 
court. Plainti? was advised that hw 
might have a good defense to said suit, 
from the fact that said bill had not been pro- 
tested, and also because the eonsideration of 
said bill was Confederate money; but knowlng 
that said Semple had received the benefit of said 
bill, and that the holder had paid a valuable con- 
sideration therefor, end regamding it as bad 
faith to set up any such defense, and being un- 
willing to appear in court as a repudiator ofa 
fair and honest contract, this plaintiff sought an 
interview with defendant Semple, for whose ac- 
commedation said bill was made and negotiated, 
and who was pecuniarily liable thereon as first 
indorser and drawer, there being no acceptor, 
and defendant agreed that if plaintiff would pay 
off, compromise or settle the same, and have the 
suit dismissed, be, defendant, would pay $200 of 
the amount to be paid by plaintiff. Plaintiff did 
settle said bill, paying $300 and costs of suit. 
The bill was surrendered, after payment as afore- 
said, to plaintiff. Wherefore plaintiff prays judg 
ment, &o, 

ANSWER. 


The defendant admits the formal statements 
as to the execution of the bill of exchange at the 
date mentioned, but says: 

The defendant, Charles Sample, states that on 
the 10th day of December, 1968, while he was an 
officer in the Confederate army, he drew the bill 
of exchange mentioned, and receiyed Confed- 
erate money only upon the same. Dofendant 
further states that at the time of the execution 
of said billof exchange he was in the Confed- 
erate army, and stationed at Atlanta. Ga ; that 
plaintiff! was there, a spectatoria a Shylock's 
way, in his endeavoring to “break up the best 
Government the world ever saw, and eager to 
pat any soldier on the back, tell him to go ahead, 
and furnish him with worthless Confederate 
money and take all chances, well knowing that 
ane dollar of “loyal money, “legal tender,” 
United States ourrency, was worth all the etuff 
manufactured in the ‘so-called’ Confederate 
lines. Defendant denies all the other state 
ments of plaintiff putting in issue his alleged 
agreement to pey the same after the dismissa! 
of the Vinigarholz suit, and prays judgmont of 
dismissal, &0.
